Ovation Given Democratic Candi- 
date at Baitimore Was Remark- 
able — Crowd Cheered Itaelf 
Hoarse and the Band 
Played “Dixie.” 


Baltimore, Md., September i4.—Wii- 
liam J. Bryan, candidate for president, 
today for a second time claimed the 
attention of the voters of Maryland. 
He spoke twice, the first’ time at An- 
napolis, where he discussed the issues 
of the campaign, and tonight this 
city in the Fifth regiment armory be- 
fore an audience which, it is conserv- 
atively estimated, excecded 25,000 peo- 
ple’ Mr. Bryan received an ovation. 
The crowd cheered vociferously and 
displayed impatience over the prelimi- 
mnaries,; which included an address of 
ntreduction by Governor Crothers, who 
attacked President Roosevelt and 
charged him with being the most ex- 
travagant executive the country has 
ever known. 

The Band Pliayed ‘*Dixtie.” 


When Mr. Bryan stepped to the front 
pandemonium reigned. The crowd rose 
en masse, cheered and waved flags, the 
band the while playing “Dixie.” 

Mr. Bryan devoted most of his time 
to a discussion of the same issues that 
he has presented elsewhere, but he 
added a little toca! color by explain- 
ing that in some of the cities of the 
east the democratic party was at a 
disadvantage because it not only 
lacked the means of getting democratic 
policies before the voters, but was 
subject to misrepresentation as to such 
policies. 
there was nothing in 
platform that need alarm any 
mate interest. Among other things he 
satd: 

“The democratic platform 
from the republican platform in that 
Our party distinctly declares what it op- 
poses and what it favors.

BAND BLARED TO ROOT 

“YOU ARE ONLY FOOLIN’ ” 
Saratoga, N. Y., September 
14.—An amusing episode during 
the speech of Secretary of State 
Root’ to republican conven- 
tion occurred when Mr. Root re- 
pudiated the inference, which he 
attributed to Mr. Bryan, that 
the enormous popular majority 
accorded the republican national 
ticket in 1904 was obtaimed by 
corrupt use of money. The con- 
vention was cheering this senti- 
ment when the band broke out 
with the familiar,strains of “Ar- 
rah G'wan, You're Only Foolin’.

Mr. Root evidently did not recog- 
nize the tune and seemed per- 
plexed and even annoyed by the 
general laughter.

PEACH GROWERS URGED 
TO SUBSCRIBE STOCK 


Calls for subscriptions to stock 1h 
the Georgia fruit exchange, to be cap- 
italized at $100,000, were sent Out last 
night by H. €. Bagley, ‘of Atlanta, as 
chairman of the permanent committee 
on Organization. 

This call embodies, in brief, the plan 
of oyganization as outlined at the re- 
cent meeting of the peach growers held 
at the New Kimball on September 10 
and If. It calls for organization of l!o- 
cal exchanges to cooperate with the 
main exchange to be located with head ¢ 
Offices in Atlanta. 

p Text of the Call. 


The call, in full, is as follows: 

“To the Peach Growers of Georgia: 
The convention of peach growers held 
in Atlanta September 10, recommended 
the formation of an_ incorporated 
agency to control the distribution of 
carioad shipments of future crops. 

“This agency to “have permanent 
headquarters in Atlanta, with 
offices in all the large, fruit-growing 
centers of the state. The capital stock 
to be $100,000, divided into shares of 
$10 each. The stock to be distributed 
exclusively among the peach growers 
of the state, and the total amount to be 
allotted as far as praticable to the seV- 
eral fruit-growing sections, in propor- 
tion to car-load shipments of 1908. Aliy 
portion of such stock allotments not 
taken by January |, 1909, to be reappo!- 
tioned by the trustees to peach growers 
in other sections of the state. The minli- 
rrum subscription qualifying for mem- 
bership to be one share of $10. Maxi- 
mum subscription by one grower to be 
100 shares aggregating $1,000.

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PUBLIC SAFETY IS IN PRIMARY

In view of recent publications in 
some of the newspapers that ppposed 
Hon. Joseph M. Brown in his race for 
the governorship, and which apparent- 
unfriendly to him—it being 
the obvious purpose of said publica- 
tions create the impression that a 
large number of voters who participated 
the June primary will not support 
Brown in the general election-—The 
Herald and Advertiser sought this week 
an interview with Hon. Hewlett A. 
Hall. chairman of the state democratic 
executive committee, and asked an ex- 
pression of his views on the present 
political situation in Georgia. 
lasked his opinion regarding the nature 
of the obligation that was assumed by 
the white voters who took part in the 
recent state primary, and whether 
such obligation could be properly or 
honorably disregarded. Replying to our 
question as to whether any rumors of 
party defection had reached him offi- 
clally, and how much credence might 
4 ape placed in them, Mr. Hall said: 

‘Yes, I have heard the rumors to 
| wet h vou refer. but some defection 
always be expected as the after- 
heated campaign I am un- 
believe. however, that any 
considerable number of those who par- 
ticipated in the June primary will re- 
fuse to abide the result. I can appre- 
clate the feeling of disappointment ex- 
perienced by those whose candidates 
defeated, and | do not think harsh 
or uncharitable criticism should be in- 
dulged against them. Abuse is not tne 
way to win men. A spirit of political 
proscription would be both unwise and 
harmful. | prefer to appeal to the 
judgment and reason of qur people. 

4 Principle Sedulously Guarded, 

“Under the conditions which now 
exist, and which have existed in this 
state since the civil war, it is apparent 
that some plan for the nomination of 
candidates for all offices by the intelli- 
gent electors is essential to good gov- 
ernment. The democratic party of this 
state has for years maintained a sys- 
tem of nominating candidates for gov- 
ernor and state house officers, as well 
as subsidiary offices. The rules gov- 
erning the same have from time to 
time been changed, but the principle 
of naming the candidate by a nomina- 
tion has been sedulously guarded. 

“A few years back the rules govern- 
ing participation in a democratic pri- 
mary were very strict, and excluded 
everyone whose party loyalty 
unquestioned. In fact, in those 
no one offered or desired to vote in a 
democratic primary whose party rec- 
ord was not straight; and. had he at- 
tempted .to do so his vote would have 
been promptly challenged. But grad- 
rually these rigid rules have been fre- 
laxed. It being manifest that a dem- 
ocratic nomination in this state was 
equivalent to an election, and desir- 
ing to permit ail intelligent white 
voters to have a voice in the adminis- 
tration of our state government, it was 
deemed wise to extend the invitation 
and widen the door to our nominating 
primaries, so that now all white elec- 
tors are qualified voters in our primary, 
upon the one condition that they shall 
in good faith abide the result. There 
is nothing compulsory about it. No 
man need accept the invitation unless 
he wishes to; it is entirely optional 
with him. But if he accepts the in- 
vitation and comes into the primary, 
he does so with the condition attached 
that he shall abide thereby. 

Participates Under the Rales. 


“While a qualified elector has the le- 
gal right to vote in the general glec- 
tion, regardless of party rules, nO one 
has .a legal right to vote In a nomi- 
nating primary except under the rules 
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ties of the party. So it is perfectly 
clear that when a citizen voluntarily 
accepts the invitation and Pagticipates 
in a nominating primary, he does 50 
not as a -legal right;-but under the 
rules of the party holding the same, 
and he is bound by the conditions pre- 
scribed for such exercise of the privi- 
lege. 

“Grave errors arise from confounding 
general elections with nominating pri- 
maries. The former are fixed bv the 
law. and toe qualification of those voting 
therein is prescribed by statute. The 
latter are governed party rules, and 
the right to particimate thérein ita de- 
pendent upon conformity with tbe regu- 
lations and acceptance of the conditions 
prescribed by tue organization holding 
the same. 

Rolting Means Abolition. 


“It will hardly be urged that the sys 
tem of nominating primaries be abolish- 
ed; yet it is perfectly clear that if those 
participating therein do not hold taem- 
selves bound by the result, there is in 
effect a complete abolitivn. lif one voter 
is not bound, then none are; and if none 
are, then manifestiy the primary is an 
unnecessary burden and a useless ex- 
Pense. With the primary abolished and 
the bridles off, all differences will be de- 
termined in the general election. Does 
any patrioti¢é Georgian desire such & 
condition of things? I cannot think so. 

“Not only are primaries held under 
tae rules and regulations of some politi- 
cal party. but there is likewise a tri- 
bunal expressly empowered with author- 
ity to pass upon all questions of party 
regularity. [It is manifest that the voter 
in a primary cannot assume to himself 
the rigkt to judge. and declare party 
action irregular and void. As well might 
it be said that each citizen has the right 
to judge his own persuna! and property 
rights. Organized soclety would be at 
an end if eaca citizen assumed to be @ 
law unto himself. 

Would Result in Political Chaos. 


“It should be remembered that partic- 
ipation jn -a nominating primary is in 
no sense compulsory, but is purely vol- 
untary, and a voter who takes part 
therein by this act freely submits him- 
self to the rules and constituted author- 
ities of the party holding the same. If 
each voter in such a primary assumed 
the right to judge for saimself as to the 
reguiarity of the same and thus become 
a political law unto himself, it would be 
the end of all party organization, and 
political chaos would result. ~ 

“The question involves the very exist- 
ence of our primary system. Shall it 
be maintained or shal! it be abolished? 
The consequéencés dependent upon its s0- 
lution are more far-reaching than the 
political fortunes of any man or set of 
men. I trust tne sober second thought 
of our people will lead them to realize 
the great importance of maintaining 
our primary system, and that this can- 
not be done if any veéter who volun- 
tarily goes into the primary shal] asa- 
sume the right to refuse to abide the 
result. Such Action “on his part would 
seem to disqualify him from participa- 
tion in future primaries. If one has, 
then all have, and tne cable which has 
bound pur peopie together for nearly 
half a century ‘becomes a rope of sand, 
and the political conditions of the future 
will only be a repetition of the horrible 
nightmare experienced during the fre- 
construction period.”

fo Eight Poins 


Advices That West Indian Storm 
Was Working Way Toward 
Florida Caused the Mar- 
ket to Become 


Firmer. 


New York, September 14.—Business in 
the cotton market was restricted by 
cuntinued storm uncertainties ‘today, 
and after a moderate decline, during 
the early trading, prices firmed up, with 
the close very steady at a net advance 
of 5@8 points. Sales were estimated at 
100,000 bales. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 1@4 points, and svon sold off 
to a net loss of 3@8 points, with Octo- 
ber relatively weak, under scattering, 
liquidation, promoted by. indifferent 
cables, a bearish estimafe of weekly 
Kuropean requirements and the fact 
that the West Indian storm had not 
reached the cotton belt over Sunday. 
But advices from Washington, indicat- 
ing that this storm was still working 
toward the Florida coast, checked the 
decline and caused some rally during 
the middle session, with the upward 
tendency becoming more pronounced 
toward the close on a firm turn in the 
New Orleans market, which was sup- 
posed by some to reflect increased ap- 
prehension that the storm would event- 
ually work into the belt. The close was 
at practically the best point of the day. 
Southern spot markets reported early 
were |-8c lower to i-8c higher. Re- 
ceipts at the ports today 35,669 bales, 
against 19,427 last week, and 23,306 last 
year. For the week 150,000, against 
128,829 last week and 150,862 last year. 

Spot closed quiet; middling uplands 
9.40; middling gulf 9.65; sales 300 bales, 
Futures opened steady and closed very 
steady.

STOCKS LOSE 
N MTOR 


\Compared With the Activity of 
Last Week 


Trading Today Was Very Dal|l—Op- 
erators Seem to Be Waiting 
for the KReadjustmeats 
of the Harriman 
Pacifies, 


New York, September 14.—While net 
precisely apathetic, today’s stock mar- 
ket lost, much in animation compared 
}with last week's rate of activity. The 
dullness of the trading through much 
of the session was due to a waiting 
attitude rather than to indifference. 
The waiting was on an expected an- 
nouncement of financial readjustment, 
of the Harriman Pacifics primarily. A 
large proportion of all the dealings 
was in the two Harriman Pacific stocks 
and Reading. The way in which prices 
ran off from the opening level suggest- 
ed distribution and a suspicion of this 
dominated the professional attitude to- 
wards the market for the rest of the 
session. The quieter speculation was 
due primarily, no doubt, to the recog- 
nition that conditions have ceased to 
work towards increasing supplies for 
the money market and have turned in 
the direction of depletion. Some im- 
pression was caused by the announce- 
ment of an arrival of three-quarters of 
a million dollars of Australian gold. 
This, it was explained, was the belated 
result of a transaction closed when 
foreign exchange rates were lower 
than today. The call money rate hov- 
ered around 2 per cent and the pro- 
longed period of | per cent call money 
was regarded as evidently ended. Time 
money rates were marked higher. 
Otner departments of the money re- 
flect some increased inquiry, including 
mercantile paper, although rates are 
not yet quotably altered.
